It's a complicated, ugly case against guide David Haeg

When pilot and big-game guide David Haeg strayed outside the boundaries of a wolf control area near 
McGrath in 2004 to slaughter some wolves, there is little doubt he thought he was doing the right thing. 
Everyone involved with the wolf-killing program for which the state had permitted Haeg understood the 
objective was killing wolves to increase the survival chances for moose. 

And even if Haeg and gunner Tony Zellers were technically outside the control' area, they were still 
operating within the boundaries of state Game Management Unit 19D, and the state calls these things 
"Game Management Units" for a reason. 

What were Haeg and Zellers doing anyway but helping to manage the game in Unit 19D? 

Unfortunately the state didn't see it that way. Under fire from animal activists upset about the aerial 
gunning of wolves, the state saw in Haeg a chance to demonstrate that you can't just let wolf-control run 
wild, to spin an old phrase from former Gov. Wally Hickel. 

Still, in fairness to the Alaska state troopers and the state attorneys involved, it is near certain they too 
thought they were doing the right thing when they busted Haeg. 

Everyone agreed Haeg broke the law. He shot nine wolves 20 to 30 miles outside the control area. He 
deserved to be punished for that. 

Where the issue turned ugly was in deciding what punishment fit the crime. This is the reason the case is 
still making its way through the Alaska court system. 

The state wanted make an example of David Haeg. It was supposed to be pretty simple: 
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They'd bust him. They'd make a big show of it by playing the press like a trophy king salmon, something at which 
law enforcement officials in this state are good. 

Wolves shot 20 to 30 miles outside the control area became wolves shot up to 80 miles outside the control area. 
Haeg was portrayed as a rogue, out-of-controt aerial wolf hunter to make it appear the state was keeping a close 
watch on these hunts, which is the biggest fraud in all this. 

Haeg was supposed to take the publicity hit, hire a fixer to negotiate a plea deal and then just wait for everything 
to fade away. 

That's the way these cases usually go down. 

Haeg, for his part, played his role properly at the start. He hired a lawyer who specializes in plea-bargaining 
wildlife cases. A plea bargain was struck. 

And then everything fell apart. Why isn't exactly clear. 

State assistant attorney general Andrew Peterson said it was because Haeg didn't want to let the state take his 
airplane, a pricey Piper Super Cub specially outfitted for short-field landings. 

"He didn't want to give it up," Peterson said. 

But it isn't quite that simple. 

The state had seized Haeg's airplane early in the investigation. State officials never bothered to tell him he had 
the right to protest that seizure and go before a judge to try to get the plane back while his case was adjudicated. 
When he finally found out, he got mad. 

* 

By then, he'd also lost a hunting season with its tens of thousand of dollars in business. He was watching his life 
drain away along with his money. 

"All they had to do," he told the three, gray-haired judges of the appeals court in mid-May, "was write a little note 
on the search warrant 'Mr Haeg, you have the right to appeal if " 

Instead, Haeg said, when he asked troopers how and when he might get his plane back, "the trooper told me I 
was never going to get my plane back." 

Somewhere in there, the now 42-year-old Haeg decided the government - our government - was trying to 
railroad him, and he started fighting back. He hired two attorneys. When one seemed more interested in 
negotiating deals than battling for his case and the other couldn't do much to stop him from getting convicted, he 
got even madder. 

He became his own lawyer, a one-man legal aid society cranking out the briefs and appeals. Four years after the 
wolf shooting, he is a man obsessed with his case. 

But then, we all might be if you consider what happened to Haeg after the plea agreement went bust 

The state used what Haeg said in a five-hour, plea-agreement interview to put together a bunch of new charges. 
They didn't just go after him for violating the terms of the aerial wolf-control permit. They went after him for the 
crime of aerial hunting. 

(Haeg makes an interesting argument that someone engaged in state-permitted wolf control isn't "hunting" 
because the state, in permitting the aerial gunning, specifically says it isn't hunting.) 

The prosecutors saw it differently. To them, it looked like hunting, and they tried to tie it to the game management 
unit in which Haeg guides to make it appear he was doing wolf control to further his hunting business. 
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A trooper testified that Haeg kilted the wolves in the game management unit where he has his hunting camps, but 
eventually recanted that testimony on cross-examination at Haeg's trail. 

As Haeg pointed out to the appeals court, however, not even the judge appeared to hear. In taking away Haeg's 
guide license, and thus his business, for five years, the judge specifically cited the egregious act of Haeg illegally 
killing wolves in the area where he guides - something which just didn't happen. 

Haeg gets especially upset about this. He tosses the word "perjury" around a lot. 

I don't know what to think about David Haeg. He and some of his friends have e-mailed me repeatedly over the 
years to plead his case. He's always sounded a bit paranoid. 

He started a Web site to publicly air the case: http://www.alaskastateofcorruption.com . It appears a little paranoid 
too » rambling and disjointed. Haeg is not a particularly eloquent man. 

He is a big-game guide. He looked different in suit and tie before the appeals court judges in a sterile Anchorage 
courtroom, but he was clearly still a guy who would have been a lot more comfortable in the woods. 

After his presentation, all by himself, without the aid of any of the attorneys he's come to detest, a lone man 
behind a wooden table bucking the system in what he believes to be a fight for what is right, Haeg broke down in 

tears. 

I knew then even less than when I entered the court room. Some 50 or so people in attendance, though, had a 
distinct and communal opinion. After the judges walked out of the chambers, they stood up to applaud Haeg long 
and loud. 

Poor state attorney Peterson had to sort of slink out of the chambers. 

A colleague at the top of the stairway leading to the door, shook his hand - a deserved thank you for arguing 
what has come to be a complicated and ugly case. 

I was left knowing that I didn't like a lot of what I saw. I felt a little sorry for Haeg. I remember thinking mainly about 
the over-used phrase of an old friend: Just because you're paranoid doesn't mean they aren't out to get you. 

What Haeg was apparently trying to do in March of 2004 was help the state out with its dirty little business of 
manipulating wolf numbers. He got a little carried away, yes, but for that he deserves to lose his business for five 
years and his airplane? 

If thafs the case, what should be the punishment for those commercial fishermen who on any given day over the 
course of the Alaska summer stray outside the boundaries of carefully drawn fishing districts to snatch public 
resources worth tens of thousands of dollars? 

Haeg wasn't making any money off shooting those wolves. 

He was just a poor fool trying to help the state with its stated goal of reducing wolf numbers in the McGrath area. 
So far, it appears to have cost him about four years of his life.

3. SILICON VALLEY WANTS CONGRESS TO EXTEND CLEAN 
ENERGY CREDITS 

Clean energy and tech executives are leaning on Congress to end 
deadlock and approve a series of tax credits essential to the solar and 
wind industries that are also a growing segment of the Silicon Valley 
economy. In a letter to congressional leaders, the Silicon Valley 
Leadership Group, TechNet, the National Venture Capital Association and 
trade groups for wind and solar warned that the loss of tax credits would 
jeopardize $19 billion in clean-tech investment and 116,000 jobs 
nationwide.

4. NEW YORK CITY COUNCIL OVERRIDES MAYOR'S VETO ON E- 
WASTE BILL 

The New York City Council overrode Mayor Michael Bloomberg 's veto of a 
bill that imposes performance standards on manufacturers for the 
recovery of electronic waste. Introductory Number 729 requires 
electronics manufacturers to take back a minimum of 25% of what they 
sell by July 1, 2012. That percentage rises to 65% in 2018. It is the 
second part of a measure that was orginally split into two parts so that 
the Mayor could sign into law those elements of the law to which he 
agreed. The Mayor disagreed with the second measure because in his 
view, it disproportionately burdens manufactures instead of wholesalers 
whom actually sell directly to the public. The Council passed the bill on 
March 26 only to have the Mayor veto it on April 26.

Transportation Commissioner Leo von Scheben, 
Alaska Airmen's Association President Joe 
Pearson and Aircraft Carriers Association 
President Wilfred Ryan. 

Governor Palin joined 200 of Alaska's seniors at 
the Anchorage Senior Activity Center to issue a 
proclamation designating May 2008 as "Older 
Americans Month."

Dear Governor Palin, 

It was very nice talking to you briefly last night at Sean's campaign reception. My daughters really got a 
kick out of seeing your autograph on the back of Sean's yard sign; they still don't believe it is real. 

J had mentioned the Corsair Unit Appeal that is currently being reviewed by Commissioner Irwin. In our 
conversation, I expressed that Pacific Energy would not be bringing the jack-up drilling rig to the Cook 
Inlet waters if their unit expansion is not approved. I would like to explain that that was neither a threat 
nor a bribe to get the approval, if it came across as such during the brevity of our discussion, it was not 
intended that way. The simple fact is that Pacific Energy (Vladimir Katie) has spent a half a billion dollars 
acquiring the assets and leases of Forest Oil and in the acquisition and interpretation of additional G&G 
data. It was through that recent interpretation that he decided the Corsair structure was economic to 
explore and produce with a jack-up drilling rig. 
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Approximately 2/3rds of the Corsair structure is within that expansion acreage. Without that acreage, the entire 
prospect becomes uneconomical It is going to cost Pacific Energy over 20 million dollars to get the jack-up rig to 
the Cook Inlet - before drilling even the first well. Each well is going to cost approximately 20 million dollars 
more. As you can imagine, the company must be fairly certain of the reservoir size and potential to justify that 
kind of up-front expenditure. This is real money that is going to be spent in the State, and real jobs. 

As you know, the Cook Inlet has not had a jack-up rig in its waters for almost two decades; this is a very real feet. 
Cook Inlet reserves are in a steady decline and exploration is stagnant The opportunity to have a jack-rig and 
revitalize the Cook Inlet is upon the State, and it will benefit all of the south central and rail-belt. energy 
consumers, and of, the State of Alaska itself, if you have just a few minutes, please look into the Corsair decision 
and appeal. I had worked for the Division of Oil and Gas for over a decade and this has to be the worst decision 
coming out of the Division that I have ever seen, not to mention one of possibly the most crucial to future Cook 
Inlet exploration and production. Should you wish to discuss this with Vladimir Katie of Pacific Energy, or myself, 
our contact information is as follows:

You are indeed a valuable natural 
resource to the State yourself.

MIDDLE EAST TRIP 

On May 1 6, Secretary Spellings became the first U.S. Secretary of Education to visit the United Arab 
Emirates (U.A.E.). Over the course of her five-day visit, the Secretary met with leading U.A.E. 
officials (including Prime Minister Sheikh Mohammed bin Rashid Al Maktoum, her counterpart, 
Minister of Education Hanif Hassan, and Minister of Higher Education Sheikh Nahyan bin 
Mubarak Al Nahyan), visited three colleges (the American University in Dubai [AUD], the American 
University of Sharjah [AUS], and Zayed University), and, in a culminating event, signed a special, 
five-year Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) with Dr. Hassan to encourage greater educational 
cooperation and exchange between the two countries. "The U.S. and the U.A.E. share more than 
just a first name," she said at AUD's commencement ceremonies, where more than 400 students 
received their graduation certificates. 1T We are united in our strong belief in education. And, we 
have made parallel journeys to improve our schools at every level. In this competitive century, 
change happens, whether we are ready or not." The first area of focus for the MOU is math, 
science, and language studies.

NCLB UPDATE 

Earlier this year, the Secretary announced a differentiated accountability pilot program that would 
allow states to distinguish between low-performing schools in need of dramatic interventions and 
those that are closer to meeting the goals of No Child Ijft Behind. The law currendy treats all schools 
in improvement alike. The pilot would allow states to vary the intensity and type of interventions to 
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match the academic reasons that led to a school's identification for improvement And, in states with a 
significant percentage of schools identified, it would allow officials to target interventions and resources to 
schools most in need of reform. Seventeen states submitted proposals for consideration: AK, AR, FL, IN, 
LA, MD, NJ, NY, ND, OH, OK, PA, SC, TN, and VA for implementation in the 2008-09 school year and 
GA and IL for implementation in the 2009-10 school year. After reviewing the proposals for four basic 
eligibility criteria, the Department has submitted all 17 states to a peer review panel. The panel will meet in 
June to evaluate the proposals using the agency's guidance 

(nttp://www.ed.gov/policy/elsec/guid/daguidance.doc) . After considering the peers' comments, the 
Secretary will approve up to 10 states to participate in the pilot.

Earlier this month, the Department published a statistical summary of Highly Qualified Teachers (HQTs) 
with three state data tables. During the 2006-07 school year, 94% of core academic classes in the nation's 
schools were led by HQTs. A higher percentage of classes were led by HQTs in elementary school (96%) 
than in secondary school (93%). Also, at both levels, classes in low-poverty schools were more likely to be 
led by HQTs than were classes in high-poverty schools. The percentage of classes led by HQTs has 
increased seven percentage points since 2003-04.

STUDENT LOAN ACCESS 

On May 21, as part of its ongoing commitment to make sure students have access to federal student loans in 
the coming academic year, the Administration announced a four-part plan aimed to improve the functioning 
of the student loan marketplace and provide liquidity and stability in the near term. This plan includes: (1) a 
loan purchase commitment by which the Department agrees to purchase new federal loans originated for 
the 2008-09 school year (with the price of the loan equal to the sum of par value, accrued interest, the 1% 
origination fee paid to the agency, and a fixed amount of $75 per loan) and a facility for providing short- 
term liquidity to lenders lacking access to affordable capital due to disruptions in markets; (2) a commitment 
to continue working with the lending community, to explore ways to reengage markets; (3) a strengthened 
"lender of last resort" program to help protect students from shifting market forces; and (4) increased Direct 
Loan capacity, should it be needed to act as an extra cushion for students. "We want students to be able to 
concentrate on their studies, rather than worry about disruptions in the market and whether they will be able 
to obtain federal loans to help pay for school," Secretary Spellings said in a statement "At the same time. . . 
we can also consider this a teachable moment that speaks to broader, long-term flaws in our complex and 
outdated financial system."

"The National Indian Education Study" (NIES) is a two-part study designed to describe the condition of 
education for American Indian/Alaska Native students in the U.S. (NIES was first conducted in 2005.) 
Part I, released last week, presents detailed information on the academic performance of American 
Indian/ Alaska Native students on the 2007 National Assessment of Education Progress (NAEP) reading 
and math tests. In both fourth- and eighth-grade, the students had lower average scores and proficiency 
rates compared to all other students in the country and, aside from fourth-grade math, showed no 
significant change since 2005. Yet, their performance was not significandy different than the scores for all 
racial/ethnic groups (even exceeding the scores of African-American students on math). In both grades and 
subjects, American Indian/ Alaska Native students also performed better if they attended schools with 
smaller concentrations of similar students (less than 25) and attended a public school — versus a Bureau of 
Indian Education school. Part II, to be released this summer, is a survey of the educational experiences of 
American Indian/Alaska Native students, focused on the integration of native language and culture into 
school and classroom activities.

Office of Pfenning, Evaluation, and Policy Development (OPEPD), studied the implementation of 
the agency's Smaller Learning Communities (SLC) discretionary grant program. On the one hand, the 
data suggests an upward trend in the percentage of SLC students participating in extra-curricular 
activities, ninth-graders being promoted to tenth-grade, and graduating students planning to attend 
either two- or four-year colleges, as well as a downward trend in the incidence of violence. On the 
other hand, there were no significant trends observed in academic achievement. 
The latest results from the National Science Foundation's Math and Science Partnership Program 
(http://www.nsf gov/news/news summ.)sp?cntn id— 1 11514) show not only improved proficiency 
among all elementary and middle school students but also a closing of the achievement gaps between 
both African-American and Hispanic students and white students in elementary school math and 
between African-American and white students in elementary and middle school science.

Teachers" (http://nces.ed.gov/pubsearch/pubsinfo.asp?pubid=2008Q77) . from the National Center 
for Education Statistics (NCES), indicates that the percentage of public school math and science 
teachers who left teaching did not change measurably between 1988-89 and 2004-05, even as the 
percentage of other public school teachers who left teaching did. When asked to rate various reasons 
for leaving teaching, greater percentages of math and science teachers than other teachers rated better 
salary or benefits as very or extremely important.

f know there are a number of schools asking for computer money. Generally, I support this spending 
to bring technology to our children. I feel that computer skills are an area that will be critical for our 
children to learn. However, schools are going to find it difficult to allocate funds for computers 
because they are expensive, and these skills are not specifically tested on standardized tests. I feel 
this is not an area that parents can hold bake sales to buy computers for the schools, and it is unlikely 
that school districts will specificially allocate funds to this area. I think computers and learning 
software in the schools will improve the education of our children, and I hope the state will fund these 
areas. 

Specifically, I support funding for Turnagain elementary and I recognize that we need government 
help to begin to bring these computers to my son's school. Our school is one of the oldest schools in 
Anchorage & probably one of the older schools still operating in Alaska. We have only a tiny fraction 
of the average number of computers in an Anchorage school. The parents have tried fundraising, 
and it Is too expensive to bring an old school with no computer facilities or wiring even up to a point 
where one class at a time can use the computers. Last year, the parents group did fundraising 
activities & more fundraising activities. We successfully raised over $20,000, and we still don't have a 
full set of computers so that each student in a class can use the computer. These computers and 
reading software sets are very popular with specialists or someone. After all this fundraising, my 
son's class was not able to schedule one session with the computers. 

As I said before, I hope the state will fund these areas. Without state assistance, I don't see 
computers coming to my son's school until we have a bond package and I am not hopeful that will 
happen anytime soon . 

Wow, this was the first time I ha\te actually looked through all the appropriations in one of these bills.

I asked Frank Richards at DOT to provide some background information on the 4th runway 
issue. It's a bit moot since the work on the EIS has been voluntarily suspended by DOT. 
But it appears in January, 2008, the airlines told DOT the EIS work could move forward and 
there were 40 or so meetings between DOT and the airlines , community councils, and the 
public before the most recent one where the protesters showed up. This probably explains 
why DOT felt surprised at that meeting. 



I think fuel prices have roughly doubled since January and shrinking profit margins are 
probably causing the airlines to re-evaluate all their capital budget plans. It's 
interesting the airlines chose to communicate that to DOT during a public meeting instead

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of a letter or phone call, but that is their right. If air traffic increases as DOT 
thinks it could based on recent statements from UPS and Cathay Pacific about adding 
flights, DOT may have to revisit the issue or find another solution like more use of the 
Fairbanks airport.

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Identify when and where the airlines agreed to move forward with the EIS scoping phase 



In the airlines January 9, 2008 proposal regarding the "RNC New Runway," the airlines 
proposed that "the EIS process or other planning can start immediately provided that it is 
funded through the Development Fund or other non-rate-based funding source. 7 ' In the 
proposal dated January 14, 2008, the airlines modified that position, stating "The 
planning and design necessary to complete the EIS process can start immediately and can be 
funded out of the rate base." 



The State negotiators understood there was agreement in concept to fund the EIS using 
$2.5M of existing operating agreement (O/A) approval and $2M of new O/A approval during 
operating agreement negotiations. The airlines also agreed that the airport fund the new 
R/W design and LOI preparation, providing Development Funds are used for the State match 
portion. They have subsequently changed their position again and went back to insistence 
first that only non rate-based funds (AIP and Development Fund) be used for the EIS, 
design or LOI preparation, to which the State agreed. 



Identify the funding sources for EIS phase 



$2.5M under existing O/A approval within Capital Projects Category A09 and $2M of new O/A 
approval was planned before the Airlines rescinded their proposal. 93.75% of this would 
have come from FAA AIP Funds (Cargo Entitlements) and 6.75% from AIAS Development Funds. 
Runway and taxiway environmental work plainly falls within the description of the A09 
project, but the Airlines have argued that they did not intend for that to apply that to a 
whole new runway. 



Identify how many public meeting have been held during Master Plan process and how 
many will likely be held during EIS process 
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During the Master Plan, there have been 46 total meetings with the public including 3 
public meetings , 12 meetings with Community Councils, 6 Technical Advisory Group 
meetings, 4 Airline meetings, 3 Agency meetings, and 3 meetings with interest groups 
such as the trail users. The EIS process will be conducted by the FAA, which will decide, 
together with its NEPA contractor, what public meetings are required. A NEPA process that 
is controversial automatically gets additional public process. 



Identify why we think the airlines are opposing the project 



The airlines that have expressed concern about the project primarily due to impacts to the 
rates and fees. Their vision is near sighted due to the difficult current business 
environment they are operating in. Concerns about problems 5 or more years from now are 
low on their list of priorities. Their primary concern is reducing near-term costs 
without a vision of the impacts of that on future operations, or the very long lead-time 
necessary even to make this type of decision for when economic conditions have improved. 



Identify our rationale for moving forward to EIS 



AIAS has not begun moving forward with the EIS and will not, until, it has selected a 
preferred alternative that is approved by the FAA. When FAA is comfortable with the 
Purpose and Need and preferred alternative they will hire a consultant and commence with 
the EIS. Unlike the Master Plan, which is conducted and managed by the Airport, the EIS 
will be conducted and managed by the FAA. The reason for proceeding now is that this type 
of project takes a very long time just for environmental and design work. If we wait 
until the need is more apparent due to improved economic conditions, we may be too late to 
prevent the projected dire congestion that will result.

I am seeking assistance resolving an issue and getting paid for three different jobs my 
company completed last construction season for the Alaska Department of Transportation 
in the Northern Region. All three projects are being administered by Construction Project 
Manager Frank Ganley. The unpaid balances add up to a litde over $80,000.00. The 
following is a brief synopsis of who we are and what we have experienced. 

Jolt Construction is a Big Lake based road construction sub-contractor that has been 
in business 12 years, working on numerous AKDOT projects around Alaska. The three 
projects in question are the Parks Highway Rehabilitation MP 351-356 and the Richardson 
Highway MP 350 Badger Interchange where Jolt is under contract to Exclusive Paving and 
the Parks Highway MP 315-321 Signing Improvement where Jolt is the Prime Contractor. 
On all three projects Jolt was contracted to install the permanent highway signs specifically 
referred to as Item 615(1) Standard Sign. Using material, equipment and labor outlined and 
approved by the AKDOT, these signs were installed beginning in July 2007 and completely 
installed and punch-listed by the end of October. 

Towards the end of this installation period State inspectors discovered white 
discoloration on the backside of numerous signs on all three projects^ We all agree that the 
white staining is "oxidation." Understandably the AKDOT voiced concerns about the 
oxidation. These concerns turned into a State visit to Jolt's place of business to inspect the 
aluminum we use; to calls to Jolts suppliers; to letters stating we now didn't meet 
specifications, wanting a corrective action plan and withholding money. Jolt's response was 
and is, that the spec's have been met and were previously approved. That the signs are up 
and operating as designed and a white spot on the backside has no affect on its life or 
function. In the spirit of customer satisfaction Jolt offered to repair the backs of the 
affected signs. As requested by the AKDOT as another solution for acceptance, Jolt also 
supplied an additional warranty from the reflective sheeting manufacturer. Since that time 
we have heard nothing. Mr. Ganley refuses direct correspondence from Jolt and our 
numerous requests for a solution through his acceptable channels go unanswered. Jolt 
would be happy to forward all our letters as proof of our intent. 

Last week Jolt's bonding company made us aware that Mr. Ganley stated to them his 
intent to place a claim against Jolt's bond. The bonding company was thus unable to bond 
a bid we were trying to submit to a new Northern Region project until the old issues were 
resolved. The result was only one company bid this job at a price more than double the 
State's estimate and Jolt lost out on a valuable piece of work we would have been the low 
bidder on. 

We are seeking a reasonable resolution for all parties. We think six to eight months 
is enough time to figure this out and in some ways think the time span these signs have been 
up and publicly working on Alaska roadways is an implicit acceptance by the owner. Please 
assist us in resolving this issue.

221. 

I know there are a number of schools asking for computer money. Generally, l support this spending 
to bring technology to our children. I feel that computer skills are an area that will be critical for our 
children to learn. However, schools are going to find it difficult to allocate funds for computers 
because they are expensive, and these skills are not specifically tested on standardized tests. I fee) 
this is not an area that parents can hold bake sales to buy computers for the schools, and it is unlikely 
that school districts will specificially allocate funds to this area. I think computers and learning 
software in the schools will improve the education of our children, and I hope the state will fund these 
areas. 

Specifically, I support funding for Turnagain elementary and I recognize that we need government 
help to begin to bring these computers to my son's school. Our school is one of the oldest schools in 
Anchorage & probably one of the older schools still operating in Alaska. We have only a tiny fraction 
of the average number of computers in an Anchorage school. The parents have tried fundraising, and 
it is too expensive to bring an old school with no computer facilities or wiring even up to a point where 
one class at a time can use the computers. Last year, the parents group did fundraising activities & 
more fundraising activities. We successfully raised over $20,000, and we still don't have a full set of 
computers so that each student in a class can use the computer. These computers and reading 
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software sets are very popular with specialists or someone. After all this fundraising, my son's class was not 
able to schedule one session with the computers. 

As I said before, I hope the state will fund these areas. Without state assistance, I don't see computers coming 
to my son's school until we have a bond, package and I am not hopeful that will happen anytime soon.

Dear Attorney General Colberg: 



I am e-mailing (and also separately writing) to ask you to please join the 
amicus brief Washington (Jay D. Geek, Deputy Solicitor General (360) 586-2697, 
jayg@atg.wa.gov) is writing on behalf of Hawaii, asking the Supreme Court to grant 
certiorari in the case of Hawaii v. Office of Hawaiian Affairs (Hawaii's petition was 
authored by former Solicitor General Seth Waxman) . The deadline for signing on is Friday, 
May 30, 2008, and the amicus brief will be filed Monday, June 2, 2008, I believe all 
states have a significant interest in the issues raised by this case. 



As with every state admitted to the Union after the original thirteen 
colonies, the United States granted Hawaii lands at statehood. These lands amount to 
about one-third of the entire land area of Hawaii and almost all land now owned by Hawaii. 
In 1993, Congress passed a symbolic resolution apologizing for the United States *s role in 
the overthrow of the Hawaiian monarchy. Congress has, more than once, considered or 
adopted words of apology for historic wrongs visited upon the aboriginal inhabitants of 
North America, and there are more such resolutions pending and possible in the future — 
resolutions that could affect many states. 



The Hawaii Supreme Court held that this symbolic resolution was direct action 
by the Congress stripping Hawaii of its sovereign authority to sell or transfer the lands 
Hawaii received at statehood from the United States, unless and until Hawaii reaches a 
political settlement with native Hawaiians about the status of that land and aboriginal 
claims regarding that land. 
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The Hawaii Supreme Court ruling wrongly turned an apology from Congress into 
a federal law that has impaired state sovereignty, state law ownership, and the prudent 
management of state lands. The Supreme Court of Hawaii's interpretation of the Apology 
Act should be reviewed by the Supreme Court because, under core values of federalism, the 
Hawaii court's interpretation is inconsistent with limits on Congressional powers to alter 
a sovereign state's title to lands granted at statehood. 



The United States Supreme Court's correction of this erroneous decision will 
inure to the benefit of all states, as clearly the powers attributed by the Hawaii Supreme 
Court to the Congress are powers that the Congress does not possess. 



An amicus memorandum has been distributed by NAAG, and a draft amicus brief 
will shortly be circulated by Washington. Please feel free to call me directly on this 
matter (808) 586-1282 (w) or (808) 372-1404 (c) . 



This matter is extremely important to Hawaii, and I would very much 
appreciate it if you are able to join Washington's amicus brief.

Clem has made it known that he wants the Governor to make a statement about supporting small boat 
fisheries and onshore processing that he can take to the Board of Fish and the legislature to advance 
his agenda. He is a representative of the City of Adak, which relies heavily on fish taxes from their only 
processor, Adak Fisheries, for operating revenue. Adak currently has a population of around 140 
people and has struggled to establish itself as a viable community since the Aleut Corporation received 
the island and naval facilities after the base closed in 1997. 

Adak has consistently asked for special fishing and processing rights from Congress, the North Pacific 
Council, and the Board of Fisheries. Congress, through a Stevens rider, granted the Aleut corporation 
exclusive rights to catch a percentage of the pollock available in the Aleutian Islands. This was 
controversial since Ben Stevens held an option to buy a portion of Adak Fisheries at the time, the value 
of which was probably increased by the pollock allocation. The Board of Fisheries has taken several 
actions to provide a state waters cod fishery in the area. However, Adak continues to struggle due to 
difficulties with their processor and competition from other communities and processors. 

Clem would like more crab to be processed in Adak. We are in the process at the North Pacific 
Council of amending the crab program to make more crab available for processing at Adak, so this 
concern is being addressed, 

He also wants an exclusive right to process cod for Adak fisheries. I have told Clem that while we will 
work to encourage cod processing in Adak, we will not grant them a monopoly and force fishermen to 
deliver to their processor. Instead, we are working through the council process to make some smaller 
changes to encourage more processing onshore. 

His other goal is to develop a small boat cod fishery near Adak. The Board of Fish can consider 
whether to limit the cod fishery to smaller vessels in order to help develop the small boat fleet in Adak. 
I have told Clem I believe they are willing to consider it and have discussed the concept with the chair 
and vice-chair of the board. 

In short, we are working to meet every reasonable request Clem has made. 

The topic of council appointments may also come up. Clem is no fan of Gerry Merrigan because Gerry 
refuses to go along with Clem's agenda. I have told Clem that it is too early to decide whether to 
reappoint someone whose term doesn't expire until August 2009. Gerry is a knowledgeable, hard 
working council member who has a lot of support from other fishermen and groups.

I am e-mailing (and also separately writing) to ask you to please join the 
amicus brief Washington (Jay D. Geek, Deputy Solicitor General (360) 586-2697, 
jayg@atg.wa.gov) is writing on behalf of Hawaii, asking the Supreme Court. to grant 
certiorari in the case of Hawaii v. Office of Hawaiian Affairs (Hawaii's petition was 
authored by former Solicitor General Seth Waxman) . The deadline for signing on is Friday, 
May 30, 2008, and the amicus brief will be filed Monday, June 2, 2008. I believe all 
states have a significant interest in the issues raised by this case. 

As with every state admitted to the Union after the original thirteen 
colonies, the United States granted Hawaii lands at statehood. These lands amount to 
about one-third of the entire land area of Hawaii and almost all land now owned by Hawaii. 
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In 1993, Congress passed a symbolic resolution apologizing for the United States' s role in 
the overthrow of the Hawaiian monarchy. Congress has, more than once, considered or 
adopted words of apology for historic wrongs visited upon the aboriginal inhabitants of 
North America, and there are more such resolutions pending and possible in the future — 
resolutions that could affect many states. 



The Hawaii Supreme Court held that this symbolic resolution was direct action 
by the Congress stripping Hawaii of its sovereign authority to sell or transfer the lands 
Hawaii received at statehood from the United States, unless and until Hawaii reaches a 
political settlement with native Hawaiians about the status of that land and aboriginal 
claims regarding that land. 



The Hawaii Supreme Court ruling wrongly turned an apology from Congress into 
a federal law that has impaired state sovereignty, state law ownership, and the prudent 
management of state lands. The Supreme Court of Hawaii's interpretation of the Apology 
Act should be reviewed by the Supreme Court because, under core values of federalism, the 
Hawaii court's interpretation is inconsistent with limits on Congressional powers to alter 
a sovereign state's title to lands granted at statehood. 



The United States Supreme Court's correction of this erroneous decision will 
inure to the benefit of all states, as clearly the powers attributed by the Hawaii Supreme 
Court to the Congress are powers that the Congress does not possess. 



An amicus memorandum has been distributed by NAAG, and a draft amicus brief 
will shortly be circulated by Washington. Please feel free to call me directly on this 
matter (808) 586-1282 (w) or (808) 372-1404 (c) . 



This matter is extremely important to Hawaii, and I would very much 
appreciate it if you are able to join Washington's amicus brief.

I am normally in agreement with your guiding principle regarding the size of the State of 
Alaska's government and its budget. However, one of your veto's this year took me by 
surprise. You vetoed approximately $1M to work on the roads in the Nancy Lake area 
(specfically Kime Lane, Erica Lane, Amy and Linda Lane), and to bring them up to Matsu 
Standards. Every supervisory entity including the MatSu area road boards, the Borough 
itself, and the State had placed a high emphasis on the necessity for this project.

Message: This will seem like an odd letter seeking your positive consideration, but I have 
to admit, it's really several emails all rolled into one. 

First, congratulations on the addition to your family, and your continued example of 
someone who exhibits joy in living up to their personal ideals. The whole process is a 
great story, and makes us all proud as Alaskans that you live here. 



Second, I have to say that I'm among those that did not vote for you in the election. 

Frankly and that's something of a pun.... I doubt I could have voted for any Republican 

in this state until the party cleans up itself internally. It was not crystal clear 
during the election if that was your real goal, or if it was all part of realigning party 
politics, so I would have had a hard time voting for any Republican for governor. 



But I was favorably impressed when you created a truly bi-partisan group of 
administrators. Despite the early smoke that was blown by detractors, it is clear you 
have an ethical group that is working on state goals rather than personal or party goals. 

At the end of the legislative session in 2007, I experienced that pain of having $100,000 
cut as you vetoed what are essentially " local earmarks" , and while I desperately 
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wanted that money to complete a process we've been working on for years, I think you were 
right to do what you did, and I had to admit that I would have voted for you at that 
point, still, as your attempts to change the party and the way the state does business 

were apparent. 



I was even more impressed this legislative season to see cross-partisan groups working 
together. I was stunned to see legislators engaged in real debate in public, on the floor 
and in committee sessions open to public view. To all of us that still believe in the 
process, it was very heartening. 



I was impressed when you spoke to the NEA Delegate Assembly using words like 
"infrastructure" and "maintenance" . Those are not the special 
programs and gifts that politicians use to get votes, and no public official ever got 
plaque with their name on it for maintaining a building, but it is the good, solid 
foundation the educational system needs in order to do their best work day after day. 



Not that things are perfect, but if someone had described where we would be today to me 

two years ago I would have said, "Yeah, sure" . I would not have imagined 

such a shift in such a short period of time. And while I'm sure you would be among the 
first to say that it is many people doing a lot of good work, you would be right, but it 
could not have come to pass without the leadership and direction that you have provided. 
Thank you for all you have done. 



Which brings me around to the impetus for this email. I'm going to ask you not to veto, 

again, a Legislative Grant by Representative Lynn, but I'll say up front I'll vote 

for you again even if you do but I really hope you do not. 



The monies for Goldenview Middle School are for building infrastructure in order to make 
use of technology. PTSA has raised funds, we've taken donations of good, used computers, 
teachers have written grants, ASD Departments have contributed, such that every teacher 
now has an LCD projector in their classroom. It is a powerful teaching tool that has 
benefits to all levels of students, . especially those with vision, hearing, or attention 
issues. 



We are using the tools, and teachers are making the transition to being multi-media 
presenters, but 



Our equipment is out on tables, cords run across the floor, equipment has to be pulled out 
of place and replaced when other classroom activities take place. This all serves to make 
the setup less reliable, and with your education connections, I suspect you know what 
happens when class plans might or might not work. 



They money we're seeking would 1) ceiling mount projectors so they are out of harms way, 
and don't intrude on other uses of the classroom, and 2) do a professional installation of 
all wiring so that it is not a trip hazard, is more reliable, and is not routinely pulled 
apart and reassembled, and 3) complete the setups so that every teaching station has a 
SmartBoard, a computer, and a sound system to go along with the projector. Along with the 
purchase of some of the equipment, this involves electrical permitting and installation of 
brackets above the classroom ceiling. 
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These are things that are very hard to fundraise for, and I think also something that -is 
not the responsibility of parents. While Goldenview (at 12 years old) still feels new, 
provision was not made for this during construction/ and given the large number of older 
schools in Anchorage, it will be a long time before we come to the top of the priority 
list for a remodel. The amount needed to do this work is such that ASD would normally 
bond for it. 



For two years, Mr. Lynn has made us a priority. I understand the desire to reduce these 

grants, but I will emphasize this is not icing. Cake, maybe. It is not aesthetics, 

but tools that go to the heart of preparing our students for the coming century. The 
school, parents, teachers and the District have all done significant work, but we need 
these grants to finish it out. 



Please choose not to veto our funds again.

Kenai LNG Export License Approved 



June 3, 2008, Juneau, Alaska - Governor Sarah Palin today lauded the decision by the U.S. 
Energy Department to approve the application of Marathon Oil Corporation and 
ConocoPhillips for an extension of the Kenai LNG export license. The two companies filed 
for the extension in January 2007. 



"In these times of economic uncertainty, this is great news for the state and its 
residents," Governor Palin said. "This extension helps secure a future for the LNG 
operation and is another step toward ensuring energy supplies and energy security for 
Alaska." 



In January, the state of Alaska and the owners of the LNG plant reached an agreement that 
ensured there will be adequate supplies of gas for local utilities. The agreement also 
required the owners to develop additional natural gas reserves in Cook Inlet and allow 
third parties the opportunity to monetize their gas production through the LNG plant. 

Marathon and ConocoPhillips have also agreed to sell Cook Inlet seismic and well data to 
third parties. 



The Kenai LNG facility, located in Nikiski, is the only LNG export plant in North America. 
The facility initiated operations in 1969 and today employs 58 people; the plant also 
supports 128 other jobs in the Kenai community. In addition, the operations of the plant

I am surprised and a little bit disturbed that I have not been contacted by either of you about my 

concerns with the DNR Commissioner's decision at Point Thomson. I have provided a substantial 

amount of information to you that would make anyone stop and reconsider their decision, but I i 

have heard nothing but silence from you. It is as if the old statement "Don't bother me with the 

facts. My mind is already made up" really does apply in this case. 

I still would like to see the governor regarding this issue. She needs to understand the costs 
before she decides to stand back, under the guise of loyalty, and allow DNR to make a poor 
decision. All she needs to do is ask the DNR Commissioner to perform his responsibility under 

I I AAC 83.343(b) and tell the Point Thomson owners what a reasonable Plan of Development 
would be. This is a simple task, and I can't understand why he wouldn't do it. 

If he does not do what I believe is the minimum responsibility of the sovereign in this case, this 
process was probably predetermined from the beginning. It probably means that DNR's intent 
was to try to take back the leases regardless of what the Point Thomson owners proposed. That is 
not their responsibility, and I believe such an act is both illegal and unethical. Their 
responsibility to every taxpayer (and lessee) is to try to resolve the issue if possible, and as a last 
resort take back the asset if they cannot come to resolution. 

In this case the DNR commissioner has met his legal process obligations under the law 

by "reconsidering" the prior decision, but he has not met the intent of the law. This issue was an 

easy one to solve, but DNR seems to have consciously decided not to do so. 

If I am right and DNR issues the reconsideration decision without attempting to resolve the 
problem, then it will be a sad day for Alaska. I hope I am wrong. I have been supportive of the 
governor, and I have worked behind the scenes in several areas to help her administration be 
successful. I will continue to do that where I can, but when I see unethical behavior in her 
administration, I cannot support it. 

This will be my last correspondence with you as it seems to be unproductive for either of us.

MESSAGE: 

The rumor mill is already brewing that the honorable Senator McCain might invite you to 
take the VP slot. This might really make the GOP election chances remain competitive this 
year, in fact, your political style is on target with McCain's current message, and your 
stance on the issues could energize the typical republican base; and nearly match the 
historical nature of the democratic party's offering this year.

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attend to the daily business of the president. In an age where typical voters don't 
normally really care who the VP is, he really needs a great VP. 



But, if you're not ready for a national office; have a grasp on all the current issues 
facing the nation, and wish to stick with Alaska, (because I admit I know nothing of your 
political aspirations) it would be better to wait a few more years, and run for president 
yourself on your own merits with no strong affiliation to the old gaurd of the GOP. 



I used to be a republican, but I'm now strictly independant. I voted for Bush against 
Gore, and just abstained during Bush versus Kerry, and am leaning towards Obama for 
President in this election, even though I'm pro-life, and I know he's not, because I just 
don't think four more years of Bush can be tolerated if McCain ardently follows the course 
he has set. Bush isn't offering a leadership that has the qaulity of being progressive and 
and promising productive future — he's too busy attacking other people's agendas; and I 
fear McCain is following that expample way too much to even have an honest chance once the 
debates are underway. Someone in the GOP needs to bring an offering that's above and 
beyond the status qou, and with something more of substance than mocking the other party's 
whole agenda. The GOP definitely needs someone who is strong on the economy, hard on 
corruption, and conservative (not hawkish) on foriegn policy. 



If you think you can do that than you definitely need to consider accepting the VP spot if 
McCain offers. But, if someone else get's the spot; Because of what I've heard, I'd 
definitely give you a fair hearing should you decide to run for a higher office later on.

Re: Recommendation to Veto the $2 Million Dollar Alaska Legislature Appropriation for a 
Conference on Climate Change and Polar Bears 



Dear Governor Palin: 



The purpose of this letter is to strongly recommend that you reconsider your approval of 

1 
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the $2 million dollar Alaska Legislature appropriation request for a conference on climate 
change and polar bears and, instead, veto the item. 



Based purely on fiscal considerations, it is absurd to think that $2 million dollars is 
required to hold a scientific conference and disseminate results. For about thirty years I 
have been responsible for holding and widely disseminating results from scientific 
conferences and the costs have never remotely approached $2 million dollars. 



The appropriation request is based on faulty knowledge and incorrect conclusions about the 
scientific consensus on global climate change and its impacts on polar bears. In 
particular, the commentary written by Alaska Senator Lyda Green and Representative John 
Harris in the 21 May 2008 Anchorage Daily News f Au$2 Million Conference on Polar Bears, 
Climate is Justified, Au is full of misconceptions about the state of global climate change 
science. In fact, the issue of ,Auscientific uncertainty, Au about global climate change 
and its human attribution has been settled for some time within the scientific community; 
so is the impact of global climate change on polar bears. 



By the end of the 1970s most scientific studies indicated that climate forcing would 
likely be dominated by anthropogenic greenhouse gases accumulating in the 
earth, Aiatmosphere system from around 1750 and onwards. The world, A6s most expert body on 
climate change, the Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change (IPCC) issued major reports 
in the early 1990, Aos that concluded ,AuA clear scientific consensus has emerged in the 
21st Century; this report was reviewed by over 700 scientists from around the world. 2 The 
IPCC, Ads ,AuSecond Assessment Report, Au was issued in 1995, and contained the conclusion 
that a ,Aubalance of the evidence (on climate change) showed a discernable human influence 
on climate., Au3 In 2001, the IPCC, Aos third assessment report was released, and made 
specific predictions about how human actions would change the global climate and how 
climate change would affect human health and the environment . 4 The third assessment 
confirmed and expanded upon previous IPCC reports and concluded that there was additional 
evidence that human,Aiinduced climate change had already become noticeable around the 
world. 



Recently, the IPCC,A6s fourth assessment (AR4) documented the substantial vulnerability of 
high latitude regions, including places such as Alaska, to the impacts from global climate 
change. 5 This report concluded with a confidence greater than 90 percent that human 
activities are the primary drivers responsible for the atmospheric build, Alup of 
greenhouse gases and its resultant public health and environmental impacts. (The AR4 had 
over 2500 scientific expert reviewers, over 800 contributing authors, over 450 lead 
authors, and took six years of work.). The AR4,A6s ,AuWorking Group II (WG II), Au also 
notes: (l),Authat of the more than 29,000 observational data series, Althat show 
significant change in many physical and biological systems, more than 89 percent are 
consistent with the direction of change expected to warming;, Au (2) that a synthesis of 
studies used in WG II strongly demonstrates the spatial agreement between regions of 
significant warming across the globe and the locations of significant changes in many 
systems consistent with warming is very unlikely to be due solely to natural variability 
of temperatures or natural variability of the systems;, Au and (.3) climate models with 
,Aucombined natural and anthropogenic forcing simulate observed responses significantly 
better than models with natural forcings only.,Au6 



Parenthetically/ you should be aware that the IPCC is conservative insofar as being 
careful to avoid making attributions about climate change under conditions of scientific 
uncertainty. In fact, its charter requires it to avoid speculation where possible. 
Consequently, the IPCC does not do original research but relies on conclusions from 
peer,Aireviewed scientific journals that typically employ a normative standard of 
requiring a high degree of confidence for conclusions (e.g./ 95 percent confidence level). 
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At the request of President Bush, in 2005 the U.S. National Academy of Sciences was 
requested to present findings on the current state of climate science. ,Au In his testimony 
to Congress on the findings of the report, Dr. Ralph Cicerone, President of NAS, stated 
,AuNearly all climate scientists today believe that much of the Earth ,A6s current warming 
has been caused by increases in the amount of greenhouse gases in the atmosphere, mostly 
from the burning of fossil fuels. ,Au7 This conclusion is basically the same conclusion 
issued in the NAS,A6s 2001 and 2008 report, respectively. 8 



In 2005, several national academies of science issued a joint statement wherein they 
concluded, ,Au,AKthere is now strong evidence that significant global warming is 
occurring, Au, M . ,Auit is likely that most of the warming in recent decades can be 
attributed to human activities. This warming has already led to changes in the Earth, Aos 
climate., Au9 The national academies were: National Academy of Sciences (United States), 
Royal Society (United Kingdom) , Royal Society of Canada (Canada) , Russian Academy of 
Sciences (Russia), Chinese Academy of Sciences (China), Science Council of Japan (Japan), 
Indian National Science Academy (India), Academie des Sciences (France), Deutsche AJcademie 
der Naturforscher (Germany), Accademia dei Lincei (Italy), and Academia Brasiliera de 
Ciencias (Brazil) . 



The above studies I have mentioned, along with other major recent studies on global 
climate change (e.g., American Association for the Advancement of Science, 10 the American 
Geophysical Union, 11 and the American Meteorological Societyl2), support the view that the 
Earth, A6s climate is changing and that most of the change is attributable to human 
activities since 1750. 



The Alaska legislative request and in particular Senator Green, Aos and Representative 
Harris, Ads rationale for the request and, presumably, your approval of the request are 
predicated on the view ,Authat it is imperative that we .critically analyze the science 
behind climate change and develop a true consensus before enacting legislation based on 
the claims of that science., Au How much of a ,Auconsensus,Au do they or you want? And what 
would a ,Auconsensus,Au look like? If there is no trust in the credibility of the 
aforementioned scientific organizations, A6 studies, who should one trust? There is 
probably a greater consensus about global climate change than any other major scientific 
or environmental problem. And, there is a huge consensus about the threat global climate 
change poses to polar bears; the state of Alaska, Aos position on polar bears is at odds 
with almost every national and international scientific study of threats from global 
climate change on polar bears 



.Although more scientific studies always will yield more information, there is an urgency 
to take immediate action if we are to avoid the serious consequences of global climate 
change, both for humans and polar bears. Further, there is not one local, state, or 
federal agency that requires full scientific certainty for decision or policymaking. (In 
fact, science can never provide full and absolute certainty.). Neither is full certainty 
(or ,Auconsensus,Au) required for social or economic policies. Have all of your decisions 
been based on full certainty? Have those of Senator Green or Representative Harris? I 
doubt it. 



Given the scientific consensus on the human attribution of global climate change as well 
as threats to polar bears, using ,Auscientific uncertainty, Au to delay mitigation of 
global climate change or protection of polar bears has unfortunate ethical and moral 
consequences. I am unaware of any secular or religious ethics or morals that would 
exonerate someone engaged in risky behavior simply because there was some uncertainty 
involved in determining whether his/her behavior would actually cause damage. There are 
many laws that implement this well,Aiestablished norm. For instance, for a defendant to be 
convicted of reckless driving or reckless endangerment, a prosecutor simply has to prove 
the defendant acted in a way that he/she should have known to be risky. Furthermore, the

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ethical duty to avoid risky behavior is proportional to the magnitude of the potential 
harm, particularly to those who have not consented to being placed at risk. Certainly, 
global climate change poses risks of harm of great magnitude. 

Therefore, as a matter of ethics a relevant question in the face of scientific uncertainty 
about harmful consequences of human behavior is whether there is a reasonable basis for 
concluding that serious harm to other humans or species could result from the behavior. As 
I have pointed out above, scientists have understood that human attribution is the main 
driver of global climate change since at least the first IPCC report, and probably before 
then. For this reason, states and nations cannot deny that their release of greenhouse 
gases creates a significant risk to human and environmental health around the world, even 
if there might be some disagreement with, e.g., the specific predictions of the timing and 
magnitude of the impacts from global climate change. Therefore, states and nations 
emitting significant amounts of greenhouse. gases have been engaged in risky behavior and 
this risky behavior has ethical consequences even if there might be some uncertainty about 
some aspects of actual consequences. 13, Ail5 



Given the fact that the United States with 5,6 percent of the world, Aos population ■ 
contributes about 24 percent of the annual anthropogenic emissions of greenhouse gases to 
the atmosphere {and also is responsible for the majority of historical emissions) , it is 
our duty to significantly reduce emissions because of the real and potential harm caused 
to others, including other species such as polar bears. Further, it also is Alaska, Aos 
duty to reduce greenhouse gas emissions given that on a per capita basis the state 
produces about four times the amount of the per capita average in the United States. I 
also remind you that under the United Nations Framework Convention on Climate Change 
(ratified by the United States), nations are responsible for reducing greenhouse gas 
emissions, including sub,AInational governments, businesses, and organizations. 16

Evaluating Structural Adjustment: A 

Dissenting Opinion 

The International Monetary Fund (IMF) and World Bank (WB) have come under heavy 
scrutiny for their structural adjustment programs. These programs, which feature loans 
conditional upon neoliberal economic reforms, have been implemented countless times in 
numerous developing countries since the 1980s. Recently, these loans have been criticized 
for failing to provide the promised economic growth and for adversely affecting the poor. 
Today, it has become expedient for politicians to blame IMF and WB programs as the 
source of their countrys past and current economic woes; railing against the policies of the 
IMF and WB has become a common theme of Latin Americas resurgent populist leaders. 
Yet, the truth of the matter is that the IMF and WBs structural adjustment programs are 
not solely to blame for the economic plight that hit many developing countries. Structural 
adjustment could still be a sound policy; it simply needs to be revised in light of its multiple 
probl ems. 

Misplaced Criticism 

One of the primary complaints against structural adjustment policies is that they 
disproportionately harm the poor. Critics claim that by forcing governments to cut 
spending, the poor lose critically needed social welfare programs. While this is indeed one 
of the negative effects of adjustment policies, its criticism is shortsighted. Oftentimes, 
structural adjustment loans are given to countries with extreme budget deficits, which are 
the primary cause of runaway inflation. To combat this inflation, which in many loan- 
receiving countries can top 100 percent a month, most adjustment loans require cuts in 
government spending. Though cuts in spending hurt those who rely on welfare programs, 
runaway inflation poses a much greater risk to their livelihoods. When faced with 
hyperinflation, most people seek to place their assets into unaffected areas, such as real 
estate, gold, and foreign investments. This transfer of assets is relatively easy for the upper 
and middle classe s to accomplish. The poor, on the other hand, are often unable to shift

their assets into unaffected areas due to their relative lack of access to the appropriate tools for 
ioing so. As a result, the poor bear the brunt of hyperinflation, often losing their entire life savings 
n the process. Therefore, while cuts in government spending impose difficulties on the poor, they 
ire merely temporary and pale in comparison to those caused by hyperinflation.

Hello Governor, 

I was nice to see you at the reception last night, busy times. I thought I'd give you a quick update on the union 
situation. Right after the Judiciary meeting we called and offered the Business Agent an opportunity to meet with 
us and help design the next prison bus. We also offered a Labor/Management committee and a mediation. They 
accepted ail three invitations. We are meeting on our terms, and on subjects appropriate for the union to be 
involved, and so far so good. The director and Deputy Director are in our Juneau facility as we speak answering 
questions of the line staff and Sam and Kevin are in Kenai today meeting about the bus. I don't want to count 
chickens before they hatch, but things look much better today than a couple of weeks ago. Last night I didn't 
chase lawmakers around, but I did get some positive feedback on the whole situation. The most significant was 
Sen. French telling me the union did not make a good case to him and he remains unconvinced of their 
allegations. LB&A did not allow the union to make a statement at their hearing and decided to go ahead with the 
staffing and square foot ratios, and MRSA numbers. None of the remaining allegations will be audited. We have 
nothing to hide, have not lied about any of our decisions or numbers so the audit is good for us. Our ratios are 
better than most states, and if anyone wants to say we need more staff, l wouldn't argue. When they compare 
school districts and hospitals to us as far as MRSA, we are way better. We are tracking it, unlike most other 
systems and epidemiology is guiding us. If they say we need more medical staff, we wouldn't argue with that 
either. 

Our expansion plan is clicking along as well. The Bethel project (66 beds) may be in trouble as fuel just jumped to 
seven bucks and we have several staff wanting to transfer out. Tough times out there now. The Point Mack 
project (1536 beds) and the Seward project (144 beds) look strong, both with construction scheduled to begin 
spring 09. Supervised Prisoner crews are building 60 beds in Palmer and with our busses we should be able to 
help the crowding in Anchorage. 

Your support has been a true blessing. Thank you.

The AG's Office filed papers today to partially resolve the water/ruining initiative issues. Here's our fact 
sheet (fay is forwarding to Mike Nizich and Sharon L. in case your office gets any calls). 

What happened? 

• All parties have agreed to dismiss the 07WATR appeal and allow the Alaska Supreme Court 
to resolve whether 07WTR3 should be on the ballot. Simply put, the first water/mining 
initiative (07WATR) would not be on the ballot, and the AK Supreme Court would decide 
whether 07WTR3 should be on the ballot. 

• The agreement between initiative sponsors, mining interests, and the State of Alaska would 
leave in place Judge Blankenship's (Fairbanks) order enjoining the state from putting the 
07WATR initiative on the ballot. It would have the AK Supreme Court vacate Judge Torrisi's 
(Dillingham) decisions and order regarding G7WATTL. 

• On. Friday, the State of Alaska, the 07WATR sponsors, and 07WATR opponents jointly asked 
the Alaska Supreme Court to: 

o vacate the Dillingham Superior Court's order to distribute signatures booklets to 

sponsors of 07WATR. 
o dismiss the State's appeal to the Alaska Supreme Court of the Dillingham Superior 

Court's decision to certify 07WATR 
o dismiss the 07WATR sponsors' appeal to the Supreme Court of the Fairbanks Superior 

Court's decision that 07WATR constituted an appropriation.

NCLB UPDATE 

In a June 3 letter to Chief State School Officers 

(http://www.ed.gOv/admins/lead/account/saa.htrnl#peerreview) . Assistant Secretary for Elementary and 
Secondary Education Kerri Briggs commended states for the work they have done to implement high- 
quality standards and assessment systems and furnished a fact sheet with information on the Departments 
standards and assessment system status designations and implications of those designations. As of now, the 
systems in 32 states have received "full approval" or "fall approval with recommendations," while the 
systems in three states have been designated "approval expected." It is unlikely that all the remaining states 
will have fully approved standards and assessment systems by the end of the 2007-08 school year. 
Moreover, some states that have approved systems may revise their standards or assessments in ways that 
result in systems that do not meet all No Child heft Behind requirements. Accordingly, the Department will 
continue its usual practice of designating states to reflect their level of compliance. 

Starting next week, The Achiever newsletter will be available solely online, providing a greater focus on how , 
successful schools across the U.S. are working toward the goal of the No Child Left Behind Act. to have every 
student reading and doing math at grade-level by 2014. The latest story, presented as a photo narrative, 
spotlights a Kansas school on a military base. At one time, Ware Elementary School was considered a 
chronically under-performing school. Today, as a result of specific reforms (detailed within), 99.6% of 
students are proficient in reading and 100% of students are proficient in math. And, Ware has exceeded the 
Adequate Yearly Progress (AYP) goals for Kansas, earned a No Child heft Behind 'Blue Ribbon School 
designation, and received a Title I Distinguished School Award.

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OSDFS GRANTS 

On June 4, Secretary Spellings announced new awards under two discretionary grant programs administered 
by the Department's Office of Safe and Drug-Free Schools (OSDFS). First she announced $24 million in 
grants to 92 school districts in 34 states to help them enhance and fortify their readiness and emergency 
-management plans. Plans must address all four phases of emergency management: prevention-mitigation, 
preparedness, response, and recovery. Plans must also commit districts to: (1) coordinate with officials in 
local government, law enforcement, public safety, public health, and mental health; (2) train school officials 
in emergency management; and (3) supply a method for communicating emergency and reunification 
procedures to parents. Second, she announced $5.78 million in grants to 49 districts and other entities in 20 
states to develop and implement — or expand — school-based mandatory random or voluntary drug testing 
programs for students in grades 6-12. Projects must be part of a comprehensive drug prevention program 
in the schools served and cover the referral to counseling or treatment of students identified as users. 
Projects must also be consistent with constitutional principles and state and federal laws and ensure the 
confidentiality of testing results.

CONDITION OF EDUCATION 2008

indicators in five major areas — participation in education, learner outcomes, student effort and educational 
progress, elementary and secondary education contexts, and postsecondary education contexts. (Later this 
summer, NCES will release a special analysis on community colleges.) Among the findings: in 2009-10, 
public school enrollment is expected to top 50 million students for the first time in history; in 2005-06, 
about one-third of African-American students and one-third of Hispanic students attended high-poverty 
schools, compared with 4% of white students; and, since 1970, women's undergraduate enrollment has 
increased more than three times as fast as men's.
